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The Meeting of the Waters is wh^re the River 
Avonbeg unites with the Avonmoor and flows down the 
vaHey under the name of the Ovoca. It is a picturesque 
spot made famous by the verses of Moore 

“ There is not in the wide world a valley so sweet, 

As the vale in Vhose bosom the bright waters meet: 
Oh ! the last rays of feeling and life must depart, 

Ere the bloom of that valley shall fade from my heart.” 
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
